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66 HERE will certainly be a delega- 
tion from the [British] Library 
Association” to the Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary Conference, writes Frank Pacy, the 
honorable secretary. “Dr. Guppy [John 
Rylands Library, Manchester], who will 
be our newly elected President, will be 
one of our number, and probably the city 
librarians of Glasgow and Birmingham.” 
The Carnegie United Kingdom Trust 
will be represented by its chairman, Lord 
Elgin, and by the chairman of the Li- 
brary Committee. In addition there will 
be a county librarian, Miss A. S. Cooke 
of Kent, and Charles Nowell of Coven- 
try, who represents one of the smaller 
industrial towns. 

The University Library of Copen- 
hagen will be represented by A. G. 
Drachmann. 

Madame Haffkin Hamburger, director 
of the Institute for Library Science of 
the All-Union Lenin Memorial Library, 
Moscow, has accepted our invitation to 
the Fiftieth Anniversary Conference. 
Quoting from her letter: 

“The visits to your libraries and li- 
brary schools would be not only a favor 
to me, but a thing of special interest and 
importance. Since my precedent visit 
to the United States, I am introducing 
American library methods in this coun- 
try, and at this moment more than ever 
we are on the point of adopting the most 
important decisions, viz., the printing of 
library cards on the plan of the Library 
of Congress and the Dictionary Catalog. 

. Our Institute is editing the trans- 
lation of Dr. Bishop’s Practical Hand- 
book of Modern Library Cataloging. . . 
It would need a long enumeration of all 
activities of our Institute based on Amer- 
ican library methods which are develop- 
ing with a rapidity not known under the 
old regime. . . I need scarcely mention 
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that story-telling and bulletin boards are 
practically applied in every library of 
this country ; and that traveling libraries 
number now in tens of thousands. . . . I 
have already reviewed Mr. Wheeler’s 
The Library and the Community, and 


will do the same for the other publi- 
cations.” 


Julia Wright Merrill, executive assist- 
ant to the Library Extension Committee, 
has received word from Essae M. Cul- 
ver that the first Louisiana parish, Rich- 
land, acted favorably early in March on 
the establishment of a county library, as 
a result of the work of the Louisiana 
experiment in state library extension. 


Advices from Peking received by the 
A. L.A. through Arthur E. Bostwick 
are to the effect that at the last meeting 
of the China Foundation Board, a grant 
of $10,000 in silver (about $5,700 in our 
currency) was made for professorships 
and scholarships in library science. This 
sum is to be paid annually for three 
years, and the Boone Library School at 
Wuchang, founded by Mary Elizabeth 
Wood, has been appointed to undertake 
the work. 


Sarah C. N. Bogle sails from New 
York May 5 on the Aquitania, to spend 
several weeks at the Paris Library 
School. 


Jennie M. Flexner joined the staff of 
the Curriculum Study on April 1 as 
author of the book on Circulation Work. 
Margaret Mann will arrive June 15 to 
assume authorship of the book on Cat- 
aloging. 

Since January 1, Harold F. Brigham 
and Anita M. Hostetter have devoted 
eight weeks to interviews with librarians 
in the middle west and east. The sixty or 
more libraries visited included public 
libraries of all sizes, colleges and uni- 
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versities, state libraries, state commis- 
sions, special libraries and high school 
libraries. Further interviews will be 
conducted, both in the Chicago area and 
in outlying districts. 


The A. L.A. is publishing, according 
to announcement, a poster and four 
placards. They suggest the story of the 
A. L. A. and the library movement, and 
are for the use of local libraries in con- 
nection with their library exhibits dur- 
ing the Fiftieth Anniversary year. 

The poster will be beautifully printed 
in four colors. The placards harmonize 
in style and have descriptive captions. 

The production cost of the posters 
and placards will be met from the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary Fund. The A. L. A. 
will distribute the posters to institu- 
tional members of the Association and 
to other libraries which have contributed 
to the Anniversary Fund. It will also 
attempt to provide one set of the poster 
and placards for any other library which 
requests it. Libraries which are not in- 
stitutional members of the A. L. A. and 
which have not contributed to the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary Fund, but which de- 
sire a set of the poster and placards, 
should make request promptly of the 
A. L.A. Headquarters, 86 East Ran- 
dolph Street, Chicago. 

Copies of the posters and placards will 
be accompanied by information about 
how they are to be used and about prices 
at which extra copies may be obtained. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR 

LIBRARIANSHIP 

A round table on Education for Libra- 
rianship was held at the Signal Mountain 
meeting of the Southeastern Library 
Association on April 22, at 2:00 p. m., 
for the discussion of fundamental prep- 
aration for minor positions in larger 
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libraries and for the librarianships of 
small libraries. The Board of Education 
for Librarianship hopes from this dis- 
cussion to define the scope of library 
training and apprentice classes, regional 
training classes and summer courses in 
library science, particularly as to grades 
of positions for which these types of 
agencies should prepare and the extent 
to which each can meet the needs of the 
small library. 

A circular letter regarding the feasi- 
bility of regional training classes has 
been sent out. The Board will be glad to 
receive comments, especially on the fol- 
lowing points, from anyone interested: 

1. Is there a need for regional training 
classes (i. e., classes which prepare for a lo- 
cality not limited to one town or city) ? (a) in 
general? (b) in your section of the country? 

2. How is the need evidenced? 

3. What would be the advantages to the 
profession of establishing regional training 
classes in the sections you mention? 

4. In what respects would the regional 
training class differ from the one-year library 
school ? 

5. What administrative problems must be 
considered ? 

6. What teaching problems must be con- 
sidered? ‘ 

7. Should the Minimum Standards for Li- 
brary Training Classes apply to regional train- 


ing classes or should the latter have higher 
standards? Please give your reasons. 


A list of 1926 summer courses in 
library science is being compiled. In- 
stitutions which have not forwarded an- 
nouncements of their summer courses 
will aid by mailing copies promptly to 
the executive assistant, Board of Edu- 
cation for Librarianship, 86 East Ran- 
dolph Street, Chicago, II. 

Plans have been completed for the 
Summer Institute for Instructors in 
Library Science to be held at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, July 29-September 3, 
1926. Sydney B. Mitchell, Department 
of Library Science, University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley, California, will be in 
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charge and all preliminary correspond- 
ence should be addressed to him. Appli- 
cations for admission to the University of 
Chicago should be sent by the students 
directly to the University Examiner. 
The University matriculation fee of $10 
must be paid by all students who have 
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never registered for courses in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, but no tuition fees 
for courses in Library Science Education 
will be required of students permitted to 
register for them. A student registering 
for any course outside this group will 
be charged the usual fee for the course. 


A. L. A. COUNCIL MEETING 


ATLANTIC CITY, MARCH 7, 1926 


EXECUTIVE SESSION 
A meeting of the Council of the 
American Library Association was held 
in Hotel Chelsea, Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, Sunday, March 7, 1926, C. F. 
D. Belden, president, presiding. 
President Belden presented the fol- 
lowing statement on 


A. L. A. Endowments 

As a preliminary to the discussion of 
A. L. A. Endowments it is not out of 
order to report to you briefly on the 
finances of the American Library Asso- 
ciation. 

Exclusive of the $25,000 balance in 
the War Fund and of the contributions 
now coming in toward the Fiftieth An- 
niversary Library Fund the Association 
is committed to an expenditure for the 
present fiscal year of about $365,000. 
Included in this sum is one fund which 
will be exhausted on May 31 and others 
on September 30. Others will run 
throughout the calendar year. 

Of the $365,000 approximately 
$135,000 comes from membership dues 
and sales of A. L. A. publications. The 
balance of $230,000 comes from special 
grants or gifts, the largest amount being 
nearly $190,000* from the Carnegie 
Corporation. 

Money received from grants or gifts 
is being used, under the supervision of

the Executive Board, Finance Commit- 
tee and other committees and boards, for 
various purposes including the prepara- 
tion of the new A. L. A. Catalog; the 
preparation of reading courses; the 
preparation of textbooks on library sci- 
ence ; for an editor and proofreader ; for 
the general publications; for the activi- 
ties of the Board of Education for 
Librarianship; the Charters Library 
Curriculum Study; the Summer Insti- 
tute for Teachers of Library Science; 
the Library Survey; the study of the 
Library and Adult Education ; the study 
of Library Extension; A. L. A. Head- 
quarters rent ; the Paris Library School ; 
purchase of books for foreign countries 
and aid in the preparation of the Union 
List of Serials. 


The Board of Education, as you know, 
is a permanent body created by the 
Council. Its work now costs the Asso- 
ciation $30,000 a year. Eventually it 
should cost less but during the next few 
years it will apparently need about the 
same amount it now receives. The Cur- 
riculum Study will produce concrete re- 


“sults this year in two subjects: circula- 


tion work and cataloging (including 
classification) but will probably need 
two or three years more for the com- 
pletion of the whole field of library 
work. It is spending this year $19,000. 
The present annual textbook appropria- 


























tion of $10,000 should probably be con- 
tinued for a few years. Many impor- 
tant subjects are still unassigned. 

The Commission on the Library and 
Adult Education has already voted to 
recommend that a permanent board or 
committee be created to give advisory 
assistance to libraries desiring to estab- 
lish some sort of specialized adult edu- 
cation service and to continue to study 
the library’s opportunities in this field. 
The Commission has an appropriation 
this year of $24,500. 

The Library Extension Committee is 
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matinee 


a now attempting to find out what are the 
a essential facts in regard to library de- 
yl velopment and is expected to make 


| recommendations to the Council as to 
what the A. L. A. can and should do in 
co-operation with other agencies: na- 
tional, state and provincial, to aid in the 
further extension of library service. We 
| do not know what their recommenda- 
ie) | tions will be, but I think that we all 
ie || agree that the Association should do all 
f it reasonably can to aid with publica- 
tions, publicity, exhibits, and perhaps 
with field representatives, the library 
commissions, state library associations 
and other agencies in their efforts to en- 
courage the extension of library service, 
especially in the rural districts. 

Some urgent requests are now before 
the Executive Board for the employ- 
ment of specialists, in children’s work, 
county libraries, hospital libraries, work 
with the foreign born, and for investi- 
gations in special fields. Many needed 
publications are urged upon the Asso- 
ciation from time to time which can not 
be published because of lack of funds. 
This is especially true in the field of 
bibliography where sales are less likely 
to yield the cost than in the more popu- 
lar fields. 
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Our Association has important work 
to do. Some of it is under way; more 
lies ahead. In general terms, that work, 
in the language of the Constitution, is 
the promotion of library service and 
librarianship. What that work in detail 
is to be will be determined from year to 
year by the Association. 


The officers of the Association have 
given much thought to the problem of 
financing for the future. Even if it 
were desirable, it is not safe to assume 
that the annual grants and gifts on 
which the work of the Association has 
been so largely dependent will continue 
indefinitely. 

Your Executive Board has been in- 
formed that the Executive Committee of 
one of the educational foundations pro- 
poses to recommend at the next meeting 
of the trustees of that foundation the 
setting aside of a million dollars for 
A. L. A. endowments. This is not a 
conditional gift or grant in the ordinary 
sense. The foundation will, however, 
expect the Association to make vigorous 
and honest efforts to increase its income 
and endowment from other sources. 


I anticipate that the Council will wish 
to authorize the acceptance of the 
$1,000,000 grant from the educational 
foundation, provided favorable. action is 
taken by the trustees ; also the endeavor 
on the part of the Association to raise 
additional endowment funds. 


I believe I am right in assuming that 
the working out of the necessary details 
will be left to the Executive Board. 


The Executive Board and your Presi- 
dent feel that if a campaign for an 
endowment is set on foot it should be a 
special gifts campaign, not a general 
campaign such as we resorted to during 
the war.

E. C. Richardson offered the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Council authorize 
the Executive Board to accept the pro- 
posed gift of $1,000,000 from an educa- 


tional foundation, to be added to the 
A. L. A. endowment funds; 


and moved its adoption. Mr. Meyer 
seconded the motion. 

In response to a request President 
Belden read Section 24 of the Constitu- 
tion. 

In response to inquiry it was stated 
that the proposed gift of $1,000,000 is 
for general endowment ; that the income 
from the endowment is to be available, 
according to present understanding, for 
the general purposes of the Association 
as defined by the Constitution and the 
Council and as administered by the reg- 
ular officers of the Association. 

To answer a question concerning the 
authority of the Council to act finally on 
the matters covered by the resolution 
proposed by Dr. Richardson, the Secre- 
tary read Section 23a from the Consti- 
tution, as follows: “All powers of the 
Association not otherwise provided for 
in the Constitution and By-Laws shall 
be vested in the Council.” 

The following members of the Coun- 
cil took part in the discussion: E. C. 
Richardson, Frank P. Hill, Josephine 
A. Rathbone, Alice S. Tyler, Edwin H. 
Anderson, H. H. B. Meyer, Linda A. 
Eastman and John Cotton Dana. The 
resolution was unanimously carried. 

On the motion of E. C. Richardson, 
amended by John Cotton Dana, a reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted autho- 
rizing and instructing the Executive 
Board, immediately after announcement 
of the proposed gift, to inaugurate a 
campaign for a fund to be added to the 
Association’s endowment funds; and, 


taking advantage of the enthusiasm of 
the members of the Association, to en- 
deavor to secure the money before the 
end of the Fiftieth Anniversary year. 


Provisional Minimum Standards for Library 
Training and Apprentice Classes 

Harrison W. Craver, for the Board 
of Education for Librarianship, pre- 
sented Provisional Minimum Standards* 
for Library Training and Apprentice 
Classes. 

Mr. Craver: These standards have 
been worked out carefully by the Board 
of Education for Librarianship at vari- 
ous meetings during the year. They 
were before the Council for discussion 
and before others interested in educa- 
tion for librarianship at the Chicago 
meeting in January and have since been 
reconsidered by the Board and revised 
in the light of such criticism as was 
given there. We should like approval 
at this time so that the standards may 
be used by those in charge of training 
and apprentice classes in planning their 
work for next year. 

These standards have been prepared 
in accordance with the general instruc- 
tions placed upon the Board of Educa- 
tion for Librarianship. They are dis- 
tinctly minimum standards. It is not 
necessary for any training class or ap- 
prentice class to adopt them unless it so 
choose. There is nothing in them to 
prevent any training class setting a 
higher standard and still being accept- 
able to the Board. 

It was unanimously 

Voted, That the Provisional Mini- 
mum Standards for Library Training 


and Apprentice Classes be approved and 
adopted.

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Recommendations from Committee on 
Bibliography 

E. C. Richardson, chairman of the 
Committee on Bibliography, reported on 
the matter of research books in Amer- 
ican libraries. 

Dr. Richardson: The matter has been 
so long and thoroughly discussed with 
record in print that not much needed 
to be said. The problem was to close up 
a gap between three million works that 
we have now in known locations where 
they can be borrowed, copied or visited, 
and eight or ten millions which may be 
called for any day at a research library. 
Perhaps half this gap can be filled by 
locating copies already here but in loca- 
tions now unknown. The rest must be 
imported. 

The machinery for this involves 
chiefly three instruments: a union find- 
ing list of printed books; a union 
finding list of manuscripts; and a list of 
special collections in the various libra- 
ries. Various methods have been pro- 
posed in the last twenty years for build- 
ing and applying these machines. The 
recent studies of the Committee have 
shown that the Library of Congress has 
now organized all necessary elements to 
a point where they can be carried 
towards completion as fast as clerical 
help can be provided. The union find- 
ing list of printed books has already 
reached three million titles. 

All these matters are being carried 
forward as fast and far as appropria- 
tions can be reasonably asked and had, 
but the pace could be greatly quickened 
with more funds. 

In view therefore of the great and 
continuous economies and the facilities 
for research which will be produced by 
bringing these matters to rough com- 
pletion at an early date, and the fact that 


all research libraries will share in these 
benefits, it seems reasonable that all 
libraries should unite in soliciting funds 
as circumstances permit to speed up the 
work now in process and to supplement 
in matters where the Library of Con- 
gress may not find it suitable to act. 

It was 

Voted, That the Council approve a 
request by the Executive Board, as cir- 
cumstances permit, for funds to supple- 
ment and reinforce the present Library 
of Congress resources, to be expended 
(through the Treasurer of the American 
Library Association), at the discretion 
of the Library of Congress in continu- 
ing and extending Union Card List of 
books, manuscripts and special collec- 
tions available in libraries throughout 
the world, and for related services. 

Voted, That the Council approve a 
request by the Executive Board, as cir- 
cumstances permit, for funds to organ- 
ize such aspects as the problem of 
research books as cannot be handled by 
the Library of Congress ; these funds to 
be expended under the direction of the 
Executive Board of the American 
Library Association and through its 
Treasurer. 


Brussels Institute 

It was stated that the Association had 
received a joint communication from 
Paul Otlet and Henri La Fontaine, 
dated January, 1926. Similar communi- 
cations were addressed also -to certain 
educational foundations and scientific in- 
stitutions. The communication reported 
“the sad circumstances which have be- 
fallen the vast intellectual enterprise . . . 
and the collections gathered by the In- 
stitutes now grouped in the Palais 
Mondial at Brussels.” It suggests the 
creation of a large foundation which 
might accept the collections and carry 
on the work. 

The communication had been referred 
to Herbert Putnam, chairman of the 
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A. L. A. Committee on International 
Relations. On his recommendation it 
was 

Voted, That the communication be 
transmitted to Dr. Vernon Kellogg, 


Secretary of the League of Nations— 
Committee on Intellectual Co-operation. 


Fiftieth Anniversary Library Fund 
Mr. Belden stated that $20,000 had 
been received to date in cash and pledges. 





Dr. Hill moved that the Executive Board 
be requested to appropriate from unap- 
propriated or unbudgeted balances 
$1,000 toward the Fiftieth Anniversary 
Library Fund. He expressed the hope 
that at least one-half of that amount 
would be used toward the expense of 
entertaining foreign delegates. Mr. 
Meyer seconded the motion and it was 
carried. 
The meeting adjourned.

TENTATIVE PROGRAM 
GENERAL SESSIONS 

Governor Harry A. Moore of New 
Jersey will greet the American and 
foreign delegates to the Fiftieth Anni- 
versary Conference at the First General 
Session, on Monday evening, October 4. 
President Belden will respond, and the 
meeting will be followed by a reception. 

Henry Guppy, president of the British 
Library Association, will give an address 
at the Third General Session on Tuesday 
evening which is to be devoted to library 
affairs of international interest. 

Melvil Dewey and R. R. Bowker have 
consented to give commemorative ad- 
dresses at the Anniversary Session 
which will be held Wednesday morning, 
October 6, probably at Drexel Institute, 
Philadelphia. 

On Wednesday afternoon from 4 to 
6 there will be a reception at the His- 
torical Society Library in Philadelphia. 
Wednesday evening will probably be 
given over to library school dinners and 
other school meetings. 

The Fourth General Session, the sec- 
ond one devoted to international library 
affairs, is scheduled for Thursday eve- 
ning, October 7. 


At the Fifth General Session, Friday 
morning, the speakers will be, Milton J. 
Ferguson, president of the League of 
Library Commissions; Sumner _ Y. 
Wheeler, president of the American 
Association of Law Libraries; and rep- 
resentatives of the National Association 
of State Libraries and the Special 
Libraries Association. 

The Sixth General Session will be 
held on Friday evening. 

Monday afternoon, October 4, Tues- 
day afternoon, Thursday morning, and 
Friday afternoon have been reserved for 
meetings of sections, affiliated organ- 
izations, and other groups, nearly all of 
which have complied with President 
Belden’s request that the number of 
their individual meetings be reduced to 
a minimum. Thursday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 7, has been held free so that there 
will be one period without any sched- 
uled meetings. 

Among plans for recreation, there 
will probably be a trip to Princeton 
University. 


SECTIONS, AFFILIATED ORGANI- 
ZATIONS AND OTHER GROUPS 


Agricultural Libraries Section. One 
session. Program to be announced. 
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Art. Reference Round Table. One 
session. A discussion of the art work 
of the small library will be led by Earl 
W. Browning, Peoria (Illinois) Public 
Library. Ethelwyn Manning will give 
a talk on the Frick Art Reference Li- 
brary of New York City. Mrs. Fred- 
erick W. Wappatt of the Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology will speak on the 
library needs of a little theatre. 

Bibliographical Society of America. 
Probably but one session. The program 
will deal with accomplishments of 
American bibliography in different 
fields in the past century. 

Catalog Section. One session or two 
short ones. Ernest C. Richardson will 
present a paper on classification since 
1876, and Charles Martel a paper on 
cataloging since 1876. It is expected 
that there will be a paper on the future 
of cataloging, speaker to be announced. 

Children’s Librarians Section. There 
will probably be but one open meeting ; 
it will include topics of international in- 
terest; at its close the Newbery Medal 
for the year’s most distinguished con- 
tribution to literature for children will 
be awarded. A business meeting of the 
section will also be held. 

College and Reference Section. Prob- 
ably one session. Program to be an- 
nounced. 

County Libraries Round Table. One 
session. Judge Harold B. Wells will 
give an address on Needs for Rural 
Work; and Mrs. A. H. Reeve, president 
of the National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, will speak on What the County 
Library can do for Rural Schools. There 
will be opportunity for discussion. 

Hospital Libraries Round Table. The 
meeting will probably be divided into 
two sessions so that attention may be 
given to (1) special case work in nerv- 


ous and mental hospitals, and (2) the 
problem of work with the tuberculous, 
The general program will include a 
paper on the possibilities of work with 
public health bureaus, work in rural 
communities and general discussion. 

League of Library Commissions. The 
League decided at the Midwinter meet- 
ing to forego its own meeting at Atlantic 
City in order to join with the A. L. A. 
in the general celebration of its Fiftieth 
Anniversary. A short business session 
may, however, be scheduled. 

Lending Section. One session. The 
program will be concerned with aims 
and results rather than with methods. 

Library Buildings Round Table. One 
session. Program: The past—a brief 
presentation of principles in library 
planning which 50 years of experience 
have proven fallacious; the present— 
suggestions in library planning and ar- 
rangement which represent effective 
work and economical administration; 
the future—the trend in planning 
which seems to forecast the library’s 
response to future requirements. Speak- 
ers to be announced. 

National Association of State Libra- 
ries. There will be one session with a 
business meeting in addition if neces- 
sary. 

Order and Book Selection Round 
Table. One session. The program will 
include papers on buying books for 
public libraries in Europe, by Carl L. 
Cannon; recent translations of foreign 
fiction, by Jennie M. Flexner; budget- 
ing the branch book fund, by Bessie 
Sargeant Smith; budgeting the juvenile 
branch book fund, Elizabeth Knapp; 
how the order department can help the 
branches, by May Wood Wigginton. 

Professional Training Section. One 
session. The general topic will be spe- 
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cialized training: What are the needs 
and how can the library profession 
provide for training for special or new 
fields. Children’s work, schools, corre- 
spondence schools, work with Negroes, 
training for the library school instructor 
will be discussed. 

Public Documents Round Table. One 
meeting. The program will include a 
paper by James I. Wyer, on the devel- 
opment of public documents in this 
country during the 50-year period just 
closing; and a paper on the future of 
public documents, by Alton P. Tisdel, 
superintendent of documents, followed 
by a series of brief discussions under 
the title Brickbats and Bouquets begun 
by librarians of representative types of 
libraries and shared in by the superin- 
tendent of documents and others from 
the floor. 

Religious Book Round Table. One 
session. A program of general interest 
on non-technical problems is being 
planned. 

School Libraries Section. There will 
be two sessions. One session will be a 
symposium on state supervision of 
school libraries presenting existing con- 
ditions, policies pursued and future 
goals of certain states which at present 
have definite supervision of school li- 
braries. The other session will be de- 
voted to possible solutions of everyday 
school library problems, and a discussion 
of library work as it exists at present in 
intermediate high schools and platoon 
schools. 

Small Libraries Round Table. One 
session. General topic, what profes- 
sional training is desirable for the li- 
brarians of the smaller libraries, and 
what is obtainable? Sarah C. N. Bogle 
as secretary of the Board of Education 
for Librarianship, will sum up needs 





and opportunities. After the general 
session the group will divide into three 
sections :

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EMEMBER the Library, a state- 

ment prepared by the Committee 
on Library Revenues and approved by 
the Council, calls attention to the service 
libraries are rendering their communities 
and to the appropriateness of creating 
trust funds and endowments for library 
purposes. The A. L. A. recommends 
that libraries make distribution of this 
statement to men and women in their 
communities who could afford to make 
generous gifts to the library, to those 
who might remember the library in their 
wills, to attorneys and trust companies 
who help people to make their wills, to 
administrators of estates, and to mem- 
bers and former members of the library 
board. The statement is beautifully and 
appropriately printed from handset type 
on fine paper, in the form of a large 
four-page folder. 


HE A.L. A. is “doubtless the most 
important single factor in public li- 
brary development that has come into 
being,” says Dr. Learned in The Amer- 
ican Public Library and the Diffusion of 


Knowledge. “The Association has at the 
present time over 6,000 members, prob- 
ably representing less than one-half of 
the 9,000 libraries of all kinds now in 
operation. . . . There is no question 
that the group has from the beginning 
represented the unified leadership of the 
entire library profession, and does so 
today.” Is your library an institutional 
member of the A.L.A.? Does it sup- 


port the work by which it inevitably 
benefits ? 


N general the report of the Commis- 
sion on the Library and Adult Edu- 
cation will stress the importance of 
library service in adult education. It 
will call attention to the fact that books 
are essential tools in all forms of educa- 
tion, and that they are especially impor- 
tant in adult education where much of 
the student’s work is informal in char- 
acter. Librarians as custodians of books 
and organizers of book service to the 
entire public can do much therefore to 
aid adult education. This aid will prob- 
ably be extended in two ways, one a 
direct and the other an indirect service. 
By the latter method book service and 
other help will be given to other agencies 
engaged in adult education. In the di- 
rect service libraries will give direct help 
to individual readers and students. This 
help will be extended through consulta- 
tions with reader advisers on the library 
staff, through the preparation of reading 
courses to fit the needs of the individual 
student and by providing the books 
called for in these reading courses when 
and where they are needed. The report 
will also recommend certain minor serv- 
ices but the two features mentioned 
above will constitute the backbone of the 
contribution to be made by the library to 
the cause of adult education.
